Government Course 

In Service Training 
Program Slated 
At U. of P. 



A new program of in-service 
training in government planning 
has been inaugurated by the In- 
stitute of Local and State Govern- 
ment of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania with an enrollment which 
includes more than a score of of- 
ficials and other employees of var- 
ious governmental units. 

Typical of the subjects listed for 
study are the determination of 
community requirements in plan- 
ning, methods of implementing a 
land-use program, transportation 
problems, protection of residential 
districts, and development of pub- 
lic works project.

Post-War Project 

To Include One Of 
Most Advanced 
Apartment Houses 

Ten million dollars worth of 
new homes are in prospect for 
Lower Merion Township, with the 
purchase of the Shortridge estate 
for development purposes by the 
Mahoney Construction Company, 
a spokesman for the company an- 
nounced this week. 

The estate extends from Lan- 
caster Ave. to Wynnewood Rd., 
and from the Northern end of St. 
Charles Borromeo Seminary to 
the Wynnewood railroad slation. 
The total tract consists of 132 
acres, of which 120 have been 
acquired by the Mahoney com- 
pany and 12 by George Pasfleld, 
residential developer, Ardmore. 

Plans include an apartment 
house project which, the develop- 
ers say, will be one of the most 
advanced in the United States, 
and a special commercial develop- 
ment. Single dwellings, four 
houses to an acre, will take up 
much of the tract. 

The land was purchased at a 
cost estimated at more than $500,- 
000, from the Provident Trust 
Company through James T. 
Campbell.

With no help from anyone ex- 
cept Charles Hutton, Senior High 
faculty member, and donations

Lower Merion Township's 
fire marshal and Bryn Mawr's 
fire chief were treated for an 
over-dose of smoke as an 
aftermath of the $60,000 fire 
that gutted Mclntyre's food 
store in Ardmore early Mon- 
day morning and damaged 
four apartments and two 
offices upstairs. 

Four other firemen were 
overcome by smoke and treat- 
ed on the scene. 

Fire Marshal Harvey W. 
Benson, Penn Wynne, and 
Chief Horace Parsons, Bryn 
Mawr, were treated at the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital for 
smoke congested lungs and 
inflamed eyes. Later Dr. 
James Seligman, Ardmore, 
examined the fire marshal and 
told him to remain quiet and 
at home for a couple of days. 

Fire Marshal Benson estimated 
the damage at $20,000 for the 
building, $25,000 for the food store 
merchandise and the remainder to 
cover apartments and offices up- 
stairs.

Ardmore Tail Gunner in Duffy's Tavern 
Fools Jerries, Weathers Hail of Flak 



There was a hot time in 
"Duffy's Tavern" over Hanover, 
according to the B-17s tail gun- 
ner T/Sgt. Clark G. Merrill. Here's 
the Ardmore returnee's story of 
what happened: 

"The Nazis cut loose with a hail 
of flak that knocked out out No. 
2 engine, badly damaged Nos. 1 
and 4 and tore a couple dozen 
holes in our fuselage. The feath- 
ering apparatus on No. 2 was 
wrecked and the engine started to 
wind-mill, shaking the plane so 
badly that the pilot and co-pilot 
couldn't see through the wind- 
shield. The vibrations knocked 
down the left landing gear and the 
wheel started going back and 
forth in four foot vibrations. 

"We were losing altitude and 
when we got down to 6,000 feet, 
the pilot ordered us to be ready 
to bail out. I put on my chute 
pack, shouted, 'See you all on 
the ground' and disconnected 
everything but my head set. The 
reason I left it on was that I 
was waiting for the navigate to 
tell us where we were, which 
would aid us in escaping from the 
enemy when we landed. 



"I was waiting by the escape 
hatch when suddenly the vibra- 
tions stopped. Feeling sure the en- 
tire wing had come off, I _ was 
just about to jump when I heard 
the pilot shout, 'Hold it! The prop 
shaft broke and I think I can fly 
this thing back.' 

"If he'd waited a few more sec- 
onds, I would have been floating 
down to earth. 

''We made it back to our base, 
and the pilot greased the big ship 
in. The Jerries will never know 
how close they came to having me 
for a guest," he concluded. 

Veteran of 26 combat missions. 
Sgt. Merrill wears the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross, the Air 
Medal and the Presidential Cita- 
tion. He is now awaiting reassign- 
ment at AAF RS No. 1 here where 
he will be examined by doctors and 
interviewed by personnel special- 
ist to determine where h will best 
fit in the AAF set-up.

His 
wife, the former Clyde V. McVey,
